The Smyrna jiajiers give the follow- 
ing account of the murder of Ali Paslia 
by brigands on Tufsday, -id inst:— 

"Last Tufsday ninrijing Iladji Ali 
Pasha, a well-known and wi'althy re.si- 
denti of Tireli, lii:> wife ami daughter, 
and a servant vvere jiroceediiig in two 
carriages to the botapriugs of Buindir, 
situated a short distance away. On ar 
rival at till) Mansa hiah rofid, which is 
bordered with olive trees and fruii 
gardens, they -.vert! assaiU'd liy a band 
of brig tnds arnu; 1 with Martini rilles 
and yataghans. The Pasha culled out 
to bis coachmen to (lriv(Mlieir fastest, 
and attempted to kei^p the lirigands at 
bay with revolver shots; but the men 
got up to the cai rinL'e.H and H<.'i/,ed Ali 
J-'aslia, whom iliev iim ii'l' d to carry off 
to tlio mountaia:. I lie I'.i.-^ha slriigi^led 
vigorijusly, being lielied by his wife 
and daughter, who jumped out of the 
other carriage to his assiatunco. It was 
not long before all three were seriousl/ 
wounded, Ali Pasha morlially so, and 
unconscious. The bandits lliought tl* 
Pasha dead nnil took themselves off. 

News of Iho all'air Was carried by the 
servant to Bauidir, and the gendar- 
merie were at once sent in pursuit. 
The unfortunate family wore taken 
bomo, where Ali Pasha expired after a 
few momentR. 

Ali Paifha's daughter Im'i innce suc- 
cumbed to her injiiries.

THE EARTHQUAKES. 

If the theory advanced by some soien- 
titio iiiuii is tenable, Vancouver Island 
and British Oolumbia will enjoy au im- 
uiunity from enrthquakoa which coun- 
tries that poBSOBS leas ru>;[;Bd proliles can- 
not expect. Wo are told that Charleston, 
situated on a low-lying peninsula of al- 
luvial Boil and beini; over the path of the 
earth tremor, with no interpoaing barrier 
of solid rock, suffered all tha earthquake 
horrors common to cities similarly lo- 
cated within the regular earthquake bolts. 
Like lightning, an earthquake does its 
most fatal work whore there ia the least 
volume of resistance to its forces. Thus 
Oaraccas, Lisbon and other cities were 
wrecked. Cities on the ribs of mountain 
ranges uoldom suffer severely from eartli 
tremors unless the rook on which thoy 
stand has been lionoycoinbod by coiitii,'- 
uous volcanic forces. Milne ahowa in his 
recent work on Japanese earthquakes that 
the shocks rarely pass throuf»ii a heavy 
range of mountains. In Japan ahocka 
occur several times a day. Hut in spite 
(if this theory Vancouver islanders can 
call to mind some pretty sharp shocks in 
the last twonty-livo years. Wo remenibor 
one tlmt occurred early one summer 
morniny in 18C4. It shook tiiinus up at 
a lively rate, breaking a (;ood deal of 
household crockery and prostrating at 
least one chimney. Four years ago, one 
aunimer afternoon, there was another 
aovore shock which did some damage. 
Experioni'O at Siui Francisco — whore 
tlioro have been two very do-itructivo 
shakes in the past twenty-one years — 
shows that earthquakes are no respecters 
of mountains any more than of plains. 
Charlestiin suffered because it stood in 
the way of Mother Earth when she 
yawned. Java ia a mountaiiitnis country, 
and every one knows what a grand up- 
heaval occurred there two years ago. 
Italy and Greece had quakes of their 
ovfn almost simultaneous with the 
Charleston disturbance. A remarkable 
iiiatanco of the prescience of Pres. Sir 
William DrtWBon, who is now in Eng- 
land, is quoted: Sir William delivered 
!in address before th") British Association 
before any news had arrived in England 
uf the shocks experienced along the At- 
lantio ooaat of the United States, and his 
remarks are considered to bo almost 
prophetic when he said it was possible 
there soon would he, or might even now 
be in progress, a new settlement of the 
bed of the .Vtlantic ocean, uspucially on 
the weatern side, and there would possi- 
bly bo at the same time renowod volcanic 
aation on the eastern marj^in uf the 
ocean. Both these things have appar- 
ently taken place, and this fact ia much 
talked of us a voritication of the computa- 
tions of the scientitic investigation. 

THM HUDSON'S BAY RAILIVAY. 

Sir .John Macdonald, premier of Cana- 
da, says with regard to the lludbon's Bay 
railway that the govornmeut led by him 
has always acknowledged the wonderful 
advantage that the road would ho to the 
country If built, as it wauld (;ivo a short 
road from here to Europe, and, what was 
more important, a short mad from Eur- 
ope here. The governuient and parlia- 
ment of Canada have shown their interest 
by giving a larger grant of land to it than 
to any other railway, also by sending out 
for three coiiaccutivu summers a ship to 
exaniinu tlie straits. 'I'ho Alert, .Sir Ji;hn 
pointed out, i.f oapecially fitted for .\rctic 
discovery being a strong a vessel as built. 
The Manitoban says that after the report 
for this third year has been received, it 
will be for the parliament of Canada, and 
especially for the capitalists of England, 
to say whether the road is to bo under- 
taken. The premier believes it to be 
merely a question of time. From all ho 
can learn, commercial uieu who formerly 
frowned on it are beginning to think the 
line practicable. With the enormous land 
grant, the growing sun,! as of products to 
be shipped to Eurcjpj, and the increased 
desire of the P^uropoan population to emi- 
grate to liie Northwest, Sir .lohii holds 
tlmt at an early Jiitc the road must be 
commeuci.'d, and if once commenced he 
feels assured that the people of Canada 
will not allow it to fail. 

QEN. BULLER'8 MISSION. 

The reply of (ieiienil Hullcr to oiiquir- 
iea us to the real character and aim of his 
mission to Kerry ought to rea.'iauro those 
who feared that his appoiiitiiiLMit meant 
au irresponsible military tyranny, such as 
Ireland is not without experience of in the 
past. Sir Redvors is a brave soldier, who 
has made a niinie for himself in stratogy 
smd pr.iwosB directed a;.;aiiist hia country'.i 
foes. As he says, ho has not uccopted "a 
dragooning mission," nor is it liis inten- 
tion to assist in evictions. iJis task will 
bo to repress moonlighters and to insure 
the safety of life and property, Th'^ nei; 
ativo portion of this explanation ought to 
bo welcome to all who are not seeking a 
grievance agaiiitit the .Salisbury govorn- 
iiioiit. As for what it aliirma it is unfor- 
tunatel}' only too true that extraordinary 
protection of some kind is indispensable 
in the troubled district where a system of 
terrorism has prevailed for several months 
past. It is not the landlords, thorofure, 
that Sir Redvers liuUer ia going to assist 
but the victiniuof inlliiiidation aincjiig the 
farmers and peaaaniry of southwestern 
Ireland who, whatever their sympathies 
or fears may impel them to profess, are, 
we may be sure, as glad ua anybody that 
deliverance is at hand.

.Mr. (.'hri.stopher liobinsou, l.^.C, then 
proctieded to answei the ob|i'Ction raisi.'d by 
.Mr. ilcCartliy, (J. C. and I'lted authorities 
bearing out bis iiositiou. IIi^ held that thi' 
presence of Itie prisoui-r was only necessary 
where a question directly atfucting his con- 
viction waa to be settled and that tho pros 
ent motion was ouly part of the proceediiiu: 
llrst taken by the prisoner himself nsking 
for his dischari^u. 

ftlr. Mc(3artiiy after ruplyinir at length 
and anawering (luestioiia put to liim by 
the justice, adviaed that the court adjourn 
until to-morrow for tho purpoaa of con- 
sidering the objootions raised, and said if 
tho objection was to be overruled counsel 
for the priaouor might Iind it advisable in 
order to protect tho condemned man's 
rights to withdraw frcun tho case. 

The chief justice, aftor oonforriiig with 
his associates, announced that a decision 
on the objection would be reserved, and 
in the meantime the argument on tho 
motion might progress. Mr. McCarthy 
then said that as counsel for the acouaod 
ho and his associatas would withdraw 
from tho caso, and would only watch the 
ease as spectators until the point raised 
be settled. 

THE MOTION tND AHQCMENT. 

Mr. Robinson, Q. C, then began his 
argument upon the motion to (|uash tho 
writ of habeas corpus issued by Judge 
Henry, ordering that Sproule be brought 
to Ottawa, or any order for the discharge 
of thu prisoner issued by tho samu judgu. 

Tho learned counsal held that there was 
no jurisdiction of tho court to issue the 
writ of habeas corjiua. There w-as no au- 
thority conferrud upon thu Supremo Couit 
act as had been done by either the Brit- 
iah North America act or the Dominion 
act. Theru was no irreyularily in the lirst 
tri.il. If the court which tried .Sproule, 
and which convicted hini, had no jtiiis- 
dlctioii; the prisonur waived all rights to 
such claim when ho entered hia plea of 
not guilty. All pleas to tho jurisdiction 
should be ontured before a final plea 
which would put the accused upon his 
trial ba niado. Tho writ of habeas e -r- 
pUB does not lie to reverse the order of 
any court of coinpeteiil j arirtdiotiun 
This must be done by writ uf error and 
the moment that the writ of habeas cor- 
pus is used for such a purpose, that mo- 
ment the court loses jurisdiction. Tho 
judgment of Mr. Jusiioe liniiry was 
wront', thu prisoner having been legally 
tried and convicted by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. He then procued- 
tid to consider the alleged error set out in 
the affidavit of the priaouer's counsel in 
which a diminution of the record was 
asked and a writ of rrrtlururi applied for. 

.lunlice Strong — Wore two orders for a 
change of venue made I 

Mr. Robinson, Q. C. — Yes, sir; one 
was made and signed, but when tho writ 
of nrror waa taken out, for some reason 
the judge made a second order which 
formed the record as made up. 

Mr. .Jiiatico Strong, in roiiinrking uiion 
the second order for the trial of .Sproule 
after hu was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced, and

on the record, said, ''In a capital oireiico 
tho action of the judge in making a 
second order, as in this oaae is a gross ini- 
proprioty, and if this circumstance were 
brought bofure me, although c/i /oo.^ the 
record, 1 should havo struggled hard also 
to issue tho writ of /i<i'j«u cocy/i/.i, and at 
any r.ile it is a circuinstaiico wiiich ought 
lo weigh for tho priaoiier. It is a dread- 
ful thing to do lifter n man has been tried 
and sontuncod thut an order should bo 
altored, and if I had done it 1 should 
think I had laid myself opon to inipeaob 
laont. It seenia hard that the prisoner 
nbould not get thu horiefit of what seems 
to bo a grossly iin[iropor act." 

Mr Robinson continued until 4 o'clock, 
when tho court aroao, he having oon- 
uludod kia argument. Attorney-Goneral 
Davie will onniinue tho argument in the
